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1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly 
point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. More particularly, upon 
reconsideration of his brief comment in the Advisory Action, 
Paper No. 7, it is further noted that independent claim 5 now 
contains the term "comprising" or "comprises" in four places in 
the first three lines of the claim and at times it appears that 
at least two of them may refer to the same ingredient, and as 
such are simply believed to create an undue amount of confusion 
and apparent ambiguity. 

3. Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 103(a) as 

being unpatentable over EP -470, particularly as analyzed in 

paragraph No. 3 of Paper No. 9, taken in view of applicant's 

admissions in the specification regarding the usage of pressure 

sensitive adhesive sheets in semiconductor processing operations

as set forth beginning on page f and extending to page 2, line 7 
of the specification. In summary, the Examiner simply reiterates 
the logic of his prior art rejection set forth in paragraph No. 5 
of the final rejection, and as repeated in the Advisory action 
note. As was previously noted, applicant's sole observation 
regarding the rejection is (Response, page 6, first complete 
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paragraph) that "EP -470 does not teach or suggest the present 
claimed invention, as defined by claim 5", but this argument 
again fails to take into account the fact that a prior art 
combination rejection has been relied upon. With respect to 
dependent claim 2, the Examiner again essentially reiterates his 
earlier position as set forth in the Advisory Action as simply 
containing a product -by-process limitation which has not been 
shown on the record to produce a patentably distinct article 
which is used in the claimed process. In summary, applicants 
have failed to rebut the prima facie case of record.
